‘Che Gala Concert 


This evening's concert involves over 250 musicians and singers representing the students, faculty 
and administrative staff who participate in making and presenting music at Hart House. 
Gifted to the university in 1919 by the Massey family, as a cultural and recreational centre, 
Hart House and music have long been synonymous. From the early days of the famous Hart 
House String Quartet in the twenties, the Glee Club in the thirties and forties, and the 
formation of the Hart House Orchestra over twenty years ago, the House now boasts a 
cornucopia of musical groups and activities. There are two major choirs, the Singers and the 
Chorus. There are four instrumental ensembles -- the Symphonic Band, the Chamber Strings, 
the Jazz Ensemble and the Hart House Orchestra itself which this year numbers over 80 
players. Apart from this extraordinary wealth of in-house music, the Hart House Music 
Committee's Sunday Concert series features world class professional musicians and is one of the 
longest running concert series in Toronto. The Music Committee also presents live music in the 
Arbor Room twice weekly, noon hour concerts and a summer jazz series. The halls and rooms of 
the House constantly reverberate with music, not simply from concerts, rehearsals and recitals 
but also from the Hart House pianos -- one in almost every room -- which are played constantly 
by students and members. 


Although there have been Gala Concerts for the past six years in which all the Hart House 
ensembles have participated individually, tonight's finale marks the first occasion in which 
all the singers and musicians will perform en masse -- truly "in concert". As the Great Hall of 
Hart House is not large enough to accommodate both our musicians and our audience we have 
invited you here to the MacMillan Theatre to join with us, in the spirit of Hart House, to 
celebrate over 75 years of music and music-making. The 7th Annual Gala concert is a tribute to 
all the music of the House and all the musicians who play there, and an expression of the 
principles of fellowship and community which make Hart House such a special place at the 
University of Toronto. 


Anne Gibson, CMaster of Ceremonies 


Anne Gibson has been an executive producer of arts programming at CBC Radio for over 20 years. 
Her programs include everything from daily arts coverage to specials such as the week-long 
"Glenn Gould Tribute", "A Celebration of Genius" for the Bach/Handel tercentenary, and many 
profiles of outstanding Canadian musicians. 


Anne Gibson is in her second year as Chair of the Hart House Music Committee. One of the nine 
standing committees of Hart House charged with cultural programming, the Music Committee 
is responsible for bringing music from the outside world into Hart House with its many and 
varied concert series.

The Hart House Symphonic Band consists of students, staff, and alumni who gather together for 
the love of music. Formerly called the Chamber Winds, the band has greatly expanded over 
the years. Under the direction of Keith Reid, the Symphonic Band features a diverse 
repertoire, presently including Star Wars, Peter and the Wolf, and the Magic Flute. 


Keith Reid, CMusic SPirector 

Keith Reid received his Bachelor of Music degree in 1990 from the University of Toronto, and a 
Bachelor of Education degree from the University of Western Ontario the following year. Since 
then, he has been a substitute teacher in Toronto and East York and has taught band at Jarvis 
Collegiate and band and strings at Forest Hill Collegiate. He has been a member of the Hart 
House Symphonic Band in the past, as well as the Hart House Jazz Ensemble, in which he 
continues to play saxophone. In addition to the Hart House Bands, he is also a member of the 
Royal Conservatory Wind Ensemble and has been a member of the Brampton Youth Wind 
Ensemble. In past years at Hart House, he has served as substitute conductor for both the 
Symphonic Band and the Jazz Ensemble. This is his third year as conductor of the Symphonic 
Band.

Che Kart House Gingers 


Initially formed as a division of the Hart House Chorus, the Singers group was established "to provide the 
opportunity for people of the University community to sing in a less formal atmosphere’, with the vision that 
they may one day become an independent group. The Singers saw its first season In the fall of 1976, with a 
modest budget and under the supervision of its parent choir. 

However, by 1987 it had grown enough to warrant its own budget and governance, and its original vision 
was eealiced. Today the gn ers perform a variety of classical, sacred, and contemporary music; this is the 
only performing ensemble of the six to have a formal summer season in addition to the regular academic year, 
thus ensuring that music is made all year round at Hart House. 


Melva Creffinger CGraham , CMusic SDirector 


Melva Treffinger Graham is conducting the Singers for her second season after an exciting season last year. 
She is a graduate of the Peabody Conservatory of Johns Hopkins University and the Berlin School of Church 
Music, Germany. As a Faculty member of Dalhousie University, she conducted the Dalhousie Chamber Choir 
in Halifax and now leads the choirs of Grace Church-on-the-Hill, Toronto, including an award winning 
Girls’ Choir, and the Choir of Gentlemen and Boys.

Che Kart House Jaza Ginsemble 


The origins of the Jazz Ensemble provide us with a classic example of how programme develops 
at Hart House. In the early 1980s, a group of students approached the staff to ask if they could 
form a jazz group; the idea was presented to the Instrumental Music Ensembles Committee (then 
called the Orchestra Committee) which readily agreed to take this fledgling group under its 
budgetary wing. Since then and under a number of talented batons, the Jazz Ensemble has 
matured into an auditioned big band that now plays two concerts per year in the Arbor Room of 
Hart House as part of the Music Committee's "Jazz at Oscar's” series. 


Qdimon Chatterjee, CMusic SDirector 

Simon Chatterjee is pursuing a Ph.D. in mathematical logic at Oxford in England but is 
spending most of this academic year at the Fields Institute in Toronto to collaborate with other 
researchers. He has been playing in jazz orchestras from the age of ten and has played lead 
trumpet for the Northern Jazz Orchestra and the National Youth Jazz Orchestra of the UK. He 
was a co-founder of the Oxford University Jazz Orchestra five years ago and recently started a 
second university band with open rehearsals to nurture new jazz talent in Oxford.

The C¥Cart C¥Couse Chamber Strings 


The Hart House Chamber Strings are the youngest musical organization to join the House, and the eroup 
members are drawn from both current students as well as alumni of the University of Toronto. The ensemble 
was formed under the auspices of the Hart House Orchestra Committee in 1988, and had its first trial season 
in 1989-1990 under the conductorship of Claudio Vena. During the past four seasons under the dynamic 
direction of Fabio Mastrangelo, the Chamber Strings have continued to feature a diverse repertoire, which 
includes music ranging from baroque to contemporary classical. 


cx¥abio Mastrangelo, CMusic SDirector 

Fabio Mastrangelo is currently Music Director of the Kitchener-Waterloo Community Orchestra and of the 
Hart House Chamber Strings, University of Toronto. Together with Mark Skazinetsky, he is also the Artistic 
Director and Founder of the string orchestra “I Virtuosi di Toronto”, an orchestra formed largely with the 
principal players of the Toronto Symphony. Since his arrival in Canada in 1990, Fabio Mastrangelo 
completed his conducting studies at the Faculty of Music of the University of Toronto, and served as 
Assistant Conductor to the UofT Symphony Orchestra for the 1992-93 season. _ He also served as assistant 
conductor to Boris Brott for the 1993 and 1994 editions of “Boris Brott Summer Festival” in Hamilton. Fabio 
opened the 1994 edition conducting from the harpsichord a production of Pergolesi’s “La Serva Padrona”. In 
the field of contemporary music, Fabio Mastrangelo has premiered works by Barbara Croall, David Dragos, 
Nocholas Grew, Christopher Matey, all of whom are young Canadian composers. Most recently, Fabio 
Mastrangelo has conducted orchestras including the Hamilton Philharmonic, the Windsor Symphony, the 
Composer's Orchestra, the National Ballet of Canada, the Fort Worth Symphony, the Danish National Radio 
Orchestra, and the Sinfonica della Provincia di Bari (Italy). Fabio Resa iecto is also very active as a 

ianist. He is a partner in a duo with Mark Skazinetsky, Associate Concertmaster of the Toronto Symphon 
rchestra, with whom he performs regularly and has toured Italy in the summer of 1996. Since the 1994-9 

season, he has started the complete cycle of Mozart’s Piano Concertos with the Hart House Chamber Strings. 
Fabio Mastrangelo appears regularly as a chamber instrumentalist (trio, quartet, quintet) as well as an 
accompanist for singers. His work has been recorded and broadcast by the dBc and CJRT. For the 1997-98 
season, Fabio will return to the Winnipeg Symphony as a guest conductor, as part of their 50" anniversary 
celebrations, and will conduct the Orquesta Nacional de Bolivia in La Paz.

Cart CCouse Chorus 


Hart House Chorus was formed in 1972 by the amalgamation of the all-male Hart House Glee Club and the co- 
educational University of Toronto Chorus. Membership in the chorus is auditioned from students, staff, and 
alumni of the University. From its early Phew? the Chorus has maintained a reputation for presenting choral 
Sc RS ned of a high standard; in 1938 the Glee Club was invited by CBC to give a 15 minute nationwide 

roadcast during the lunch hour, and recently, the chorus was a finalist in the Large Choir category of the 
CBC Radio Competition for Amateur Choirs. In the 1995-96 choral season, the chorus was featured on 
Breakfast Television and Eye on Toronto as hosting choir of the Intervarsity Choral Festival. 


John Tuttle, CMusic Sairector 


John Tuttle studied organ at the Curtis Institute of Music. Following graduation in 1969, he served in the 
United States Army as an organist and choirmaster at the Post Chapel, United States Military Academy, West 
Point, New York, and the First Presbyterian Church in Philadelphia. 

In 1975, Mr. Tuttle was appointed Organist and Choirmaster of St. Paul’s Anglican Church, Toronto and in 
1979, he was appointed Organist to the University of Toronto, where he also teaches organ for the Faculty of 
Music. Mr. Tuttle founded the Exultate Chamber a in 1981. In 1985, he was appointed Music Director 
of the Canadian Children’s Opera Chorus, and in 1989, he accepted the post of Organist and Choirmaster of 
St. Thomas’ Church, Toronto. 

Mr. Tuttle holds the Fellowship Diploma of the Anglican Guild of Organists, and honourary Fellowship 
diplomas from the Royal College of Organists (UK) and the Royal Canadian College of Organists. This is Mr. 
Tuttle’s sixteenth year as conductor of the Hart House Chorus.

Since 1976, the Hart House Orchestra has provided an opportunity for those members of Hart House with musical 
training who wish to continue performing without necessarily pursuing music as a career to come together for the joy of 
making music. Its members are amateurs in the best sense of the word: the French sense oF loving what one does. 


Grrl Gay, Music director 


A native of Pouce Coupe, B.C., Errol Gay holds a Bachelor of Music from the University of British Columbia, a Master of 
Arts in Musicology from the University of North Carolina (Chapel Hill), and a Doctor of Musical Arts in Instrumental 
Conducting from Stanford University. He has been Music Director of orchestras in New York, Texas, and North Carolina 
and has been a studio and orchestral trombonist and pianist in Vancouver and Toronto. 

From 1970-76, Dr. Gay was a Conductor and Chorusmaster with the Canadian Opera Company. Since 1983, he has been 
repeatedly engaged as guest conductor by the Toronto Symphony Orchestra and other leading Canadian orchestras, 
including those in Edmonton, Windsor, Regina, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Kitchener-Waterloo, London, and Ottawa. For 
several seasons, he was Assistant Musical Director of the Charlottetown Festival. Currently, he is Associate Principal 
Librarian of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra and Co-conductor of the High Park Girls’ Choir of Toronto, as well as the 
Music Director of the Hart House Orchestra. 

Dr. Gay has been privileged to conduct for such outstanding and diverse artists as Dizzy Gillespie, the King’s Singers, Doc 
Severinsen, the Modern Jazz Quartet, Jean-Luc Ponty, Ferrante & Teicher, the National Tap Dance Company, Erica 
Raum, Al Simmons, and Fred Penner. He has also performed as pianist with Richard Stolzman and the Empire Brass. 
Ann Cooper Gay, Assistant Conductor 

Ann Cooper Gay is in her first term as Assistant Conductor of the Hart House Orchestra, after playing as oboist, pianist 
and percussionist and appearing as soprano soloist in previous seasons. She is Founder and Artistic Director of the High 
Park Girls' Choir of Toronto and was for five years Director of the University of Toronto Women's Chorus. She also 
founded the Children's Chorus at the Royal Conservatory of Music and the Youth Orchestra of Toronto. 

After several seasons as leading soprano with the Canadian Opera Company, Ms. Cooper Gay completed a Master of 
Music at the University of Toronto (where she continues on staff of the Opera Division) and was an Assistant Professor of 
Music at Houghton College, NY. Her choruses can be heard on two "Classical Kids” recordings and on an international 
release of "Kindermusik". She also developed the largest public school string program in Toronto, and she continues to 
perform vocally, most recently at McMaster University with Marta Hidy & Friends.
